KENOSHA, Wis. Feb. . 24-— 
Eleven persons were ‘killed and 
109 injured when a northbound 
freight train and a Chicago-bound 
» passenger train of the Chicago, 
. North Shore & Milwaukee Electric 
Railroad almost at the same time 
struck an automobile at a grade 
crossing just north of Kenosha late 
last night. 

The five cars of the passenger 
train léft the track and piled up in 
an eight-foot ditch. 

The front of the first car of the 
passenger train, which was travel- 
ing nearly 60 miles an hour, was 
buried several feet in the soft 
mud of the ditch. The car behind 
crashed into it.

First Fatality in 10 Years. 

It was the first time in 10 years 
that a@ passenger on the North 
Shore Line had met death in an ac- 
cident, officers of the company 
said. The line has been awarded 
national recognition both for speed 


. and safety in recent years. 


The Buday automobile was trav- 
eling northbound when the passen- 
ger train approached along the 
straightaway stretch. The train 
struck the car squarely, just as the 
16-car freight train came from the 
South. The machine was momen- 
tarily wedged between the two 
trains before the passenger train 
left the rails. Several freight cars 
were derailed. 

Occupants of automobiles were 
first to give aid. The injured were 
placed in the machines and taken 
to the Nenosha and St. Catherine’s 
Hospitals. Several minutes later 
doctors, nurses and ambulances 
reached the scene. 

Several of the dead were buried 
- in the debris of the first car, and it 

was necessary to burn through the 
stee] coach to remove their bodies. 

CC, W. Hall of Chicago, motor- 
man of the passenger train, saved 

his life by jumping. He is in a 

hospital with both legs broken. 

The front of the car from whic 

he jumped was demolished. 
Stories of Survivors. 

One survivor, Lewis Kresinski of 
Chicago, who was riding in the 
third car, said: “There was a 
dreadful crash. People were 
thrown from their seats. Our car 
was turned over on its side and we 
were able to get out the door.” 

Lee Paxton of Chicago wag rid- 
ing with his fiancee, Miss Betty 
Shema. The train, he said, was 
traveling about 60 miles an hour 
when suddenly there was a crash: 
the car whirled dizzily into the 
ditch and when he looked for Miss 
Shema she Was gone. He groped 
through the darkness calling for 
her. “When the first of the res- 
cue parties arrived, with the 
flares,” he said, “I jooked about 
and saw her in the mud. Her foot 
was sticking up. She had been 
thrown through the window and 
part of the car rested on her. I 
tried to pull her free, but could 
not, Then they came an@ took me 
away. se 

Later, he learned she had died. 

Statement by Road's Officers. 

Officers of the North Shore 
Line issued a statement at Chicago 
in which they said: 

“The automobile which caused 
the accident was westbound and 
traveling at betwean 60 and 60 
miles an hour. It circled a wait. 
ing automobile and dashed out on 
the tracks just as the freight train 
reached the crossing. 

_ “The motorman of the freight 
train saw the automobile coming 
and also the passenger train head- 
ed southbound, He thought at 
first that the driver would attempt 
to stop, but when he made no ef- 
fort to do so, the motorman set 
his brakes but could not bring his 
train to a stop in time to avoid the

‘Better get busy and get 
busy quick,’ the man warned me. 

*“ ‘But the family hasn't got $50,- 
000 to give you,’ I protested. — 

“Well; reduce it to $40,000, and 
see that you get it,” the man an- 
swered. 

‘y told the family of this, and 
they agreed to pay $40,000. 

“Friday at 1 p. m. I went to my 
office. At 3:30 the telephone rang. 

“‘Got the money?’ the man in- 
quired. 

* ‘¥es,’ I said. 

“We know. it,’ he replied. “You'll 
meet me on the Edwardsville road 
near Twentieth street and you'll 
have the money with you.’ 


Met Man at Free Bridge. 

“According to his directions, I 
got in my automobile and drove out 
alone to the spot mentioned. No- 
body was there, but a man a half 
block away beckoned to me and I 
went up to him. He held hig hand 
over his mouth, muffling his voice, 
and said: ‘Drive to the Free Bridge, 
they'll meet you there.’ 

“IT drove over Free Bridge. An 
auto followed me, then came 
abreast and a man leaned out from 
it and ordered me to drive over 
Seventh and stop between La Salle 
and Hickory. I did as directed and 
parked in front of the school there. 

“I waited about half an hour— 
it was 5 o’clock, I guess—when a 
man drove up behind me, parked 
and walked up to my car. He spoke 
gruffly, holding his hand over ‘his 
mouth; and said: 

“'Give me that money.’ 

“T handed him the $40,000. He 
went back to his car and drove 
away.”’ 

“I was scared to death, afraid 
I would be killed, and I don’t think 
I can identify anyone,’”’ Blockbur- 
ger concluded. He said he was un- 
der the impression he had dealt 
with three different men, as.the 
voices were dissimilar, but he ad- 
mitted one’ man might have car- 
ried on all the nexctiations, dis- 
guising his volce each time. 

“I’m innocent of wrongdoing. See 
Pershall and he’ll tell you I'm: in- 
noceat,”’ Blockburger told police. 

Blockburger, according to Chief 
Kaiser, said he received a package, 
which he presumed contained the 
$40,000, trom Pershali's brother,

Samuel Pershall, when 
tioned about the report that he 
had taken the ransom money to 
Blockburger, said: “I don’t know 
anything about it,” and made the 
same reply to other questions. 

Samuel Pershall was in Block- 
burger’s office most of Thursday, 
Thursday night and Friday, Chief 
Johnson said he had been in- 
formed. The same informant said 
he saw Tipton in Blockburger’s of- 
fice during the time the elder 
Pershall was missing. 

State’s Attorney Bohm of Madi- 
son County and Police Chief John- 
son questioned Blockburger at 
police headquarters and conferred 
with Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Lennon. They received copies of 
Blockburger’s signed © statement. 
The prosecutors have not decided 
on which side of the river juris- 
diction lies. Pershall, presumably, 
was kidnaped on the East Side, but 
ransomed on the St. Louis side. 

Blockburger and Tipton had been 
arrested because Police Chief John- 
son of Granite City had a “hunch” 
that Blockburger was the kidnap- 
ers’ go-between.

The note, on which was a fig- 
ure of blindfolded Justice, was a 
printed form filled out on @ type- 
writer and dated Feb. 19-——the date 
of Pershall's disappearance. It 
read as follows: 

After date, for value received, 
we promise to pay to the order 

of Herman Tipton the sum of 
Two Thousand Dollars at 1934 
State street with interest there- 
on at the rate of 7 per cent, per 
annum, payable annually. 

This note is secured by a 
mortgage to Herman Tipton of 
even date herewith, on real ‘es- 
tate in Granite City, Ill, and is 
to ‘bear interest at the rate of 
7 per cent per annum after ma- 
turity. 

The note. was stgned by Block- 
burger and his wife, Nellie J. 
Blockburger. The State street‘ad- 
dress is that of Blockburger’s of- 
fice. The mortgage mentioned in 
the note has not been found and 
the nature of the real estate it 
covers has not heen determined. 


Hired Policeman ford Guard.

He gave his 
age as 28 and his address as 3401 
Magnolia avenue, two blocks from 
the Magnolia Avenue Police Sta- 
tion. He has been active .in un- 
derworld circles on both sides of 
the riv®r. 

Blockburger’s Police Record. 

Blockburger is 63 years old and 
resides at 2774 Madison avenue, 
Granite City. Unknown to most 
of those with whom he mingled in 
a business and social way on the 
East Side, he has a police record 
in St. Louis beginning 30 years 
ago, which gives his aliases as 
Roett, Scott and “The Glim Kid” 
and lists 10 arrests, chiefly on 
suspicion of being a “steerer” for 
confidence men, The only convic- 
tion shown resulted in a $100 fine 
in Police Court April 21, 1900, on 
a technical charge of idling. On 
April 7, 1926, Blockburger was 
arrested at Ninth and Olive streets 
in company with James L. and 
Walter B. Sanderson, members of 
the notorious “Chappie’ Moran 
gang of confidence men. Block- 
burger was! released the next day. 
The Sanderson. brothers went to 
prison on mail fraud charges.

In his capacity as bondsman, he 
appeared at old Police Headquar- 
ters. several years ago, flashing a 
gold badge of “Police Commission- 
er” and accompanied by an Assis- 
tant State’s Attorney. Chief Kai- 
ser locked him up, over the protest 
of the Assistant State’s Attorney. 
Blockburger admitted he was not 
a Police Commissioner in Granite 
City, but said he hed been offered 
the job and given the badge.

Of Expedition That Explored 
2000 Miles of Antarctic Coast 


Regards Discovery of Charcot 
ing of 300 Miles of Uncharted Shore 
a the Most Important Achievements. 


Land and Find- 


By CAPT. SIR HUBERT WILKINS, 
Commander of the Wilkins Antarc- 
tic Expedition.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Feb. 
23.—Here we are back in civiliza- 
tion after an extensive exploration 
of the’ Antarctic continent, the 
sixth centinent of the world and 
the last part of the globe to be ex- 
plored by man. 

Success has crowned our months 
of exploration along that 2000-mile 
gap of heretofore unknown coast 
line that forms the southern limit 
of the Pacific Ocean. Much of the 
data that we collected during our 
airplane flights must be assembied 
before it can be made public. 

But it is not too early to state 
that probably two of our greatest 
achievements were the discovery 
that Charcot Land is an island 
and the location of about 300 les 
of that gap of 2000 mifles Antarc- 
tic continent coast line. 

Flew from Ship to Harbor. 

Today we are resting in this hos- 
pitable capital. Yesterday, flying 
from beside the transport Henrik 
Ibsen, when it was still 40 miles 
from port, we rapidly approached 
Montevideo. We flew over the 
harbor, then over the fashionable 
suburbs, where reside our friends, 
the Uruguayan officials. 

Is is they who extend generously 
kind treatment each time we enter 
their country on the way to the 
Antarctica. Our flight was meant 
as a friendly demonstration’ and 
fostered, judging from the cordial 
reception we received, friendly fre- 
lations between Uruguay and our 
countries. 

The take-off from the ship's side 
was none too easy, because of the 
high, choppy seas, but with the 
efficient piloting of Al ,Cheesman 
and the assistance. of those aboard 
the Ibsen it was successful 

The members of the expedition 
are convinced that great things can 
be done with airplanes in Antarctic 
exploration, but for my immediate 
requirements in connection with 
comprehensive meterological 
investigations I found that other 
methods of transportation are nec- 
essary. 

Record of One Plane, 

It is now a question of what to 
do with our equipment. Our 
Lockheed plane, Los Angeles, 
which was flown yesterday, holds 
records which will forever remain 
unique. It deserves a place in an 
aeronautical museum. The records 
that it established when flown in 
the Antarctic by my much mourned 
companion, the late Ben LEielson, 
are: 

1. The first plane to fly in the 
Antarctica. 

2. The first plane from which 
new land was discovered and new 
countries charted. It had already 
crossed the Arctic Ocean from 
Alaska to Spitzbergen. 

This year, in the hands of pilots 
Al Cheesman and. Parker Cramer. 
it added many more results to its 
achievements. In December, Char- 
cot Land was found to be an 
island. During its flights two new 
islands were sighted and about 390 


miles of what we believe to be the 
Antarctic continental coast line 
was located. 


Later the airplane was carried / 


through mountainous seas on the 
William Scoresby and through 
heaving pack ice to the impenetra- 
ble heavy ice south of the Pacific 
Ocean. The Los Angeles flew us 
through blinding snow storms, over 
hundreds of miles of Antarctic 
‘pack ice, discovering no new lands, 
but that which is equally interest- 
ing to geographers—new seas. 

‘Early Views of Geographers. 

The very earliest geographers 
thought that the great Southern 
continent existed. Since 600 B. C. 
explorers have been pushing back 
the fringe of what is known today 
as Antarctica. 

Africa, New Guinea, Australia 
and New Zealand in turn were 
thought to be the northern limits 
of the southern land. Year by 
year great continents and islands 
were lopped off. 

When Capt. Cook circumnavigat- 
ed the Southern hemisphere in 
high latitudes seeing nothing but 
snow and ice, some doubts arose 
about the existence of the much 
discussed Antartic continent. It 
was not until Sir James Clark Ross 
pushed through the pack ice dis- 
covering the sea which bears his 
name that a “continent emerged 
and in the majesty of mighty peaks 
and precipices, Antarctica was 
seen.” 

Since then, each explorer jour- 
neying south has snipped sections 
from the outline on the chart of 
Antarctica. 

This year the continent has been 
attacked on all sides. Byrd, Maw- 
son and Riiser Larsen each has 
made his contribution.

As the play opens 
Draper learns that she has re- 
turned home, unexpectedly, from 
Europe on the same ship with 
another gambler, one Braddock, a 
smooth spoken, good looking rat 
who wants her to marry him. 
Before Draper can find the girl 
and put an end to the romance she 
is murdered. Braddock is tried for 
the crime and acquitted and Dra- 
per spends the rest of his time— 
the last three acts of the play— 
in runnding down the slayer. 
Cohan, the author, and Cohan, 
the actor, has kept clear of the 
beaten paths of modern mystery 
meliers. He does not attempt to 


cast suspicion upon one after an- 


other’of the members of the cast 
only to point the accusing finger 
upon the least suspected person at 
the end. The mystery is solved in 
a most unusual and intensely novel 
manner, nevertheless — a typical 
Cohanesque method of bringing a 
fine play to a most extraordinary 
conclusion. 

Despite the tragedy upon which 
“Gambling” is based there is a 
great deal of comedy in the drama. 
[It is comedy of bright, sparkling 
lines rather than of situations. 
Many of these lines fall to Mr. 
Cohan himself but many more of 
them are put into the mouth of

Psittacosis. 


AN’S fear of unknown disease 
M: illustrated by interest 

aroused by reports ef cases of 
so-called parrot’s fever. 

This disease, known in scientific 
pariance as psittacosis (formed 
from the Latin term psittacusa, 
meaning parrot), is little known 
here. There are on record a few 
isolated cases. In 1893 there was 
an epidemic of psittacosis in Paris, 
the disease affecting a relatively 
large number of persons. 

At the time of the Paris epidemic 
it was studied by Nocard, who 
claimed to have singled out a germ 
and to have established its causa- 
tive relation to the disease. This 
claim has not been entirely sub- 
stantiated, and hence parrot’s fe- 
ver is still classified among the 
diseases of unknown origin. 

In parrots the disease principal- 
ly affects the intestines, kidneys, 
liver and spleen, but practically 
never the lungs. In man, however, 
it is the lungs that are most com- 
monly affected. the disease resem- 
bling pneumonia, with a profound 
infection of the entire body. 

This difference in the manner in 
which parrot and man is affected 
by the disease has led some scien- 
tists te postulate the theory that 
the germ which causes true psit- 
tacosis in the bird merely acts to

be known that her failure to be 
present to defend herself at the 
trial was caused by illness which 
made a voyage across the Channel 
quite impossible.

Needless to say, the testimony of 
Capt. Nash, the detectives he had 
hired and of the erstwhiie lady’s 
maid was more than sufficient unto 
his needs, and Mrs, Nash quickly 
found herself divorced. The di- 
vorce, of course, caused something 
of a sensation. But a still greater 
sensation came when the Paris 
dressmakers soon thereafter 
brought suit for the unpaid $20,- 
000 against Capt. Nash. It was 
this case that brought to public 
knowledge the exact and amazing 
details of Mrs. Nash’s astounding 
expenditures for clothes, and it was 
this case that established her as 
the world’s best-dressed woman 
and won for her a learned Judge's 
opinion that she was also “the 
most extravagant woman in Eu- 
rope.”’
